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Believe 146 Dead in Blaze on Lake Steamer 
Coal Strike Threatens, Hopes Brighten for Steel Peace 


Welfare Fund 
Battle May Be 
Walkout Cause 


John Lewis Orders 
Pensions Stopped 


Washington, 
Sept. 17—(AP)— 


The danger of a nationwide coal 
strike next week mounted today 
but hopes brightened for averting 
a less-imminent steel strike. 


The 400,000 coal miners were 


expected to stay away from the 
pita next Monday because their 
welfare fund's trustees, headed by 
the mine workers' President John 
L. Lewis, voted to suspend pension 
and other benefit payments. 


Stormy Session 


This action was taken at a 


stormy, five-hour meeting of the 
fund's three trustees 
yesterday. 


The reason was that the fund was 
fast running out of money. Many 
coal operators, because their con- 
tracts with Lewis have lapsed, 
have refused to continue paying 
their 20-cents-a-ton royalty to the 
fund. 


The trustees' meeting was fol- 


lowed by the sudden resignation 
of the operators' trustee, Ezra Van 
Horn. He wrote coal owners he 
wanted to step out right away, in 
fact, he warned that if they don't 
name a successor promptly he will 
go to court to force them to do 
DO. 


Steel Peace Seen 


Meanwhile, chances of avoiding 


a big steel strike a week from to- 
night looked better after the gov- 
ernment stepped in to bring the 
disputing industry and CIO Steel- 
workers union together here Mon- 
day. 


The steel union agreed to send 


representatives to the meeting 
with Cyrus S. Ching, director of 
the federal mediation and concilia- 
tion service. 


The steel companies also were 


expected to accept. A spokesman 
for the U. S. Steel Corp., biggest 
among: the steelmakers, said "of 
course we will attend" Ching's 
meeting. 


In inviting the steel disputants 


to Washington, 
Cnmg said they 


had been sparring at long distance

Insurance 
paid to survivors of war dead 
comes from special appropriations, 
not from the NSLI fund. The fund 
pays claims only when death is 
not traceable to the extra hazards 
of military service. 


The only veteians who cannot 


use the A-B-C formula are the 
few who have surrendered their 
policies for smaller amounts of 
paid-up insurance. Their dividends 
wrill be handled separately by the 
VA.

Q. What are the principal kinds

Communism in the Far East 


Not many Americans will read the "White Paper" on 


China which the state department published a few weeks 
ago. 
It runs to more than 1,000 pages and much of it would 


make impossibly dull reading for the layman. But the story 
it tells, and the inferences and conclusions that it leads to, 
vitally affect this country and all the rest of the non-Com- 
munist world. 


First of all. the story is one of unmitigated failure. We 


spent billions in China, and every dollar was supposed, di- 
rectly or indirectly, to help check the Red tide. We sent dis- 
tinguished emissary after distinguished emissary—General 
Stilwell, George Marshall. Patrick Hurley, General Wede- 
meyer—to try to bring order out of an impossible chaos. 
None succeeded, and if the state department is to be be- 
lieved, none could have. Secretary Acheson has written, 
"Nothing that this country did or could have done within 
the reasonable limits of its capabilities could have changed 
that result: nothing that was left undone by this country 
has contr.buted to it." 


Not everyone will totally accept this point of view. The 


most interesting part of the White Paper is the report made 
to Presidt-nt Truman by General Wf-demeyer after his 1947 
mission. This report had. never before been published, and 
it was kept a cicely guarded secret. The general was a 
prophet of a high order. He said that events in China were 
"as portentous as those leading to World War II," and that 
if we pursued a wait-and-see policy "the Chinese Communists 
would emerge as th<- dominant group."
